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Depke criticizes 

easement refusal

In his deposition regarding the 
ongoing Antioch sewer battle, former 
Lake County Board Chairman Robert 
Depke said the county's refusal to 
grant an easement to the Village of 
Antioch was "absolutely stupid." 

Depke questioned the county's 
decision "because (Antioch) has 
bought the property now from 
Click." Depke was board chairman 
from 1 990-96, Several deposi- 
tions have been taken in the case, 
which involves sewer easements filed 
by Otto Sprengcr and the limited 
liability company (LLC) Deercrest 
against Like County, the Village of 
Antioch and the Forest Preserve Dist. 

Though Like County paid $9,000 

in 1998 to the Doolittles for an 
easement across their property that 
was obtained in 1999, it contends it 
has no obligation to provide an 
easement across the former Click 
property now owned by the forest 
preserve district. 

The Click property is the first 
property west of the location where 
die system is stubbed at Rte. 45 that 
is to service the Northeast Lake Facil- 
ities Planning Area Special Service 
Area (NEFPA SSA). That area is often 
referred to as the special service area 
and includes die properties west of 
Rte. 45 known as Antioch 's East Sub 
Area. The Doolittle property is situat- 
ed second in line to the west of the 
stub. 

Martin (Al) Galantha, superin- 
tendent of public works for Lake 
County and a Lake County employee 



of 25 years, and Depke worked 
together to obtain the Doolittle 
casement. 

Judith Martini, elected to the 
county board in 1994, hedged on 
whether she understood the purpose 
of the easement m her testimony and 
said she has no clear memory as to 
whether she looked into the issue at 
the time despite the fact the property 
is within her district, Karl Nollcn- 
bcrger, Like County administrator 
for the past two years, responded 
during his deposition that he under- 
stood the purpose of this easement 
was to extend sanitary sewer service 
to the area. The necessity of contigu- 
ity within the special service area was 
the reason for obtaining the 
easement. 

Galantha testified that the Milage 
of Antioch and Like County were in a 
cooperative effort to bring sanitary 
sewer service to the NEFPA SSA and 
that, on the request of village 
engineers, he agreed to assist Antioch 
obtain the Click easement. 

Nollenberger testified diat, as of 
2000, the county board would no 
longer facilitate obtaining easements 
forme extension of the sewer system 
west of Rte. 45. 

Dwight Aaron Magalis, former 
Like County Administrator who now 
lobbies for Lake County as executive 
director of Metro Counties, a non- 
profit group, testified that he could 
see no purpose for Lake County to 
stand in the way of the sanitary sewer 
service being brought to those 
properties, consistent with the 
NEFPA SSA establishing ordinance of 
1994. 



State probe of fish kill continues

Illinois Dept. of Natural 
Resources (IDNR) officials are still 
trying to figure out what substance 
caused the death of hundreds of fish 
in Channel Lake. Officials do know 
that a herbicide that was used by a 
member of the homeowners' associ- 
ation led to the death of the fish in 
July. 

"The immediate threat has 
passed," said Tim Sickmeyer, chief of 
the IDNR's investigations division. 
"The investigation is ongoing. We've 
identified part of what was released 
into the water, but not all of it." 

To complicate matters, alleged 
vandalism at the home .of the 
resident responsible for the initial 
fish kill put motor oil into the water. 
"Someone allegedly put motor oil on 
his driveway that went into the storm 
water and then into the lake," said 
Sickmeyer. "We've contained that." 



Despite the complications, 
Sickmeyer said, "(The investigation) 
is coming together. The outside 
reports (from the Illinois Dept. of 
Fisheries) are in. We're trying to get 
all the facts in order, then we'll try to 
figure out how to proceed." 

Sickmeyer said it's too early to 
tell what, if any, charges will be filed 
against die homeowner. "We're still 
looking into that, and trying to deter- 
mine if it's a civil or a criminal matter 
or both." 

"It's too bad this happened now 
with all the heat," said Sickmeyer. 
"Tilings that normally wouldn't 
cause a kill, will now." He explained 
that high temperatures cause the 
oxygen levels in water, particularly in 
shallow water, to drop making the 
fish more susceptible to other 
negative conditions in the environ- 
ment. 

"If fish are dying now, it's 
because of the low oxygen levels due 
to the heat," said Sickmeyer.

Chop shop busted, cycles recovered

The Antioch Police Dept. recov- 
ered about $100,000 worth of stolen 
Harley-Davidson motorcycles and 
parts July 25. The department's 
investigation of "chop shop" activity 
resulted in the arrest of Daniel 
Edwards, 42. 

Edwards was arrested at his 
home at 290 North Ave. He was 
charged with two counts of posses- 
sion of stolen motorcycles) and four 
counts of defacing/altering vehicle 
identification numbers. Chop shop is 
die tenn for an operation in which 
stolen vehicles are stripped down 
and sold for parts. 

According to Del. Sgt. Craig 
Somerville, the department has 
been investigating the possibility of 
chop shop activity at Edwards' 
residence for the past three years. 
"It was good timing. With the heat, 
he had the garage door open," said 
Somerville. "The garage is like a 
fortress with plywood over the 



windows and side doors." 

Somerville said he and Del. Daryl 
Youngs had noticed suspicious activ- 
ity and approached Edwards, who 
was working on a motorcycle in the 
driveway in front of his garage. 
Somerville said he was clearly able to 
see disassembled motorcycles in the 
garage. He said Edwards abruptly 
closed the garage's overhead door 
and refused to cooperate with police. 

"After further investigation, we 
contained the property perimeter 
until we got a search warrant," said 
Somerville, "If we hadn't, everything 
would have been moved out by the 
time we returned." 

Later that evening, Antioch 
police executed the search warrant 
and recovered three Harley-David- 
son motorcycles, two of which were 
listed as stolen. Police also recovered 
Harley-Davidson parts, including 
several frames that had defaced or 
missing identification numbers. 

"Once you change those 
numbers, you can't identify them 
(motorcycles)," said Somerville. 



According to Somerville, one of 
die recovered Harleys was disassem- 
bled and was in the process of being 
fitted with after-market parts that 
would make identification impossi- 
ble. 

"We know other people are 
involved and we're going to pursue 
this case," said Somerville. Antioch 
police have contacted surrounding 
police agencies to provide informa- 
tion that may be helpful in the 
investigations of other motorcycle 
thefts. 

The charges Edwards faces are 
class 4 felonies that could carry a 
sentence of 3-7 years in prison. 
Edwards' bond was set at $10,000 
pending his Aug. 23 court date. He 
was also charged with unlawful 
possession of illegal fireworks and 
credit cards. 

"The long hours Del. Youngs and 
I put into die case is worth it," said 
Somerville. "Especially when you are 
able to call the victims and let them 
know you have recovered something 
they have worked so hard for." 



Appropriation ordinance approved

"'Hits is to protect us in the case 
of an emergency," he said. "Our 
budget is die guideline." 

1 be ordinance was approved, 4- 
0, with three absent. Trustee Scott 
Pierce was also out of town. Mayor 
Taso Maravelas voted on all issues to 
make up the quorum. 

In explaining how the 
ordinance could be helpful, Wells 
said, "We have $60,000 for vehicles 

(written into the appropriation 
ordinance). That's if one our dump 
trucks goes out. We don't have that 
written into our budget," He added 



that the village would have to move 
money around to cover the 
emergency, but wouldn't be 
allowed to spend the money for a 
dump truck without it being 
written into the ordinance. 

"You have to look at the worst- 
case scenario," he said. 

Wells made the presentation at 
die public hearing as both finance 
committee chairmen, trustees Bob 
Caul field and Wayne Forest a were out 
town. Wells said, "Tills is basically the 
same document you've approved for 
the past five or six years."

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For Vicky Powell, preparing for 
the coming school year is more 
complicated lhan buying a new 
notebook and some new pens. The 
incoming junior at Antioch Com- 
munity High School Dist.

"This will really be a wonderful ex- 
perience for me," she said. 

Powell has a little anxiety about 
being abroad for the year. "The 
longest I've ever been away from 
home was last summer when I spent 
a month in Texas," she said. "I'm go- 
ing to miss my friends and my family." 

To make the transition easier, 
she has been communicating with 
her host family via e-mail. "The fam- 
ily seems really nice," said Powell. "I 
know it will be fine." 

Powell admits she hasn't too 
much lime this summer to brood 
about her concerns with all the 
preparations she has to make for the 
trip. "The Rotary pays the host fami- 
ly and gives us $50 a month for emer- 
gencies, but we're not allowed to 
work while we're there. We have earn 
all of our spending money , plus our 
plane fare, here," she said. "My mom 
is opening an ATM account for me to 
help make things easier." 

State Senator Adeline Geo-Karis 
(R-Zion) presented Powell with an 
American flag to bring on her trip. 

Of all the anticipated rewards of 
participating in the program, Powell 
said she looks forward to traveling 
most. "I know it will be a great 
year," she said. "I'm looking for- 
ward to traveling around Europe 
with other foreign exchange stu- 
dents for three weeks at the end 
of the year."

Like an unwanted collect call, a 
wireless telephone company hoping 
to place its antenna on the village's 
water tower received a cold recep- 
tion from village trustees. 

Chuck Kincaid, real estate man- 
ager for Verizon Wireless, brought a 
proposal back before the village 
board asking that the company be al- 
lowed to lease space on the Anita 
Strctt water tower for an antenna. 
Kincaid said the Antioch Verizon 
storeowner told him he regularly 
fields complaints from its 3,000 area 
customers about problems using cell 

phones in the village. He also said the 
company would rather use an exist- 
ing building than build a new tower. 
"We wanted to bring your our 
best proposal," said Kincaid as he 
showed illustrations of the proposed 
brick building that would sit at the 
base of the tower. "This is a low im-

use," Trustee Dorothy Larson said. 

While Verizon initially offered the 
village $900 a month to lease the 
space, the company told village offi- 
cials it would pay the same $1,800 a 
month fee that Nextel pays at a differ- 
ent location. The $2 1 ,600 per year is 
income the village would not other- 
wise have. Kincaid said the company 
escalates rent at the rate of 1 5 percent 



for each five-year lease extension. 

Larson questioned the safety 
of an antenna of this nature in a 
residential area. Kincaid re- 
sponded that the company would . 
never want to be out of compli- 
ance with federal standards. 

Mayor Taso Maravelas 
brought up the 1996 Telecom- 
munications Act. and incoming 
Village Administrator Mike Haley 
explained, "Federal law says you 
can't say no based on safety 
(emissions) questions." 

Though previously Trustee Scott 
Pierce had asked Kincaid to come back 
with second and third options for the 
location, the only plan presented was 
for the Anita Street water tower. 

No vote was taken, and Larson- 
asked that Kincaid come back with 
information about where the closest 
towers are located to the south, east 
and west. "Also, I want to know why 
it can't be located on the tower in the 
township," Larson noted.

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In 1914, Shackleton and his brave crew of 
27 men— who responded to an advertisement 
promising small wages, bitter cold and no 
guarantee of a safe return— embarked on a 
quest to become the first men to traverse 
Antarctica. 

Trie crew's mission was immediately put 
in peril, just two days into the voyage the crew 
encountered unexpected patches of sea ice, 
and six weeks later the "Endurance" became 
stuck, frozen in the icy sea. While waiting for 
the ice to thaw in the spring, the crew lived in 
their ship, passing time by playing soccer 
games on nearby ice floes and staging group 
sing-a-longs, and surviving on a steady diet of 
whale and penguin. It is here that Shackleton 
made his name as a leader of men, keeping his 
crew in good spirits and doling out daily 
chores in equal measures to ensure that every- 
one was treated the same. 

When the spring thaw came, the ice 
didn't free the "Endurance" as the crew had 
hoped. Instead, the ice crushed it, forcing the 
men to camp on the ice and hope that the 
floe beneath them would drift closer to land. 



After five long months on a drifting ice 
floe, the men detected the ice below them 
breaking, so they crammed into three 
lifeboats and managed to make it to bleak 

Elephant Island, the first 
time they were on land 
in 497 days. With 
rations low and little 
hope of rescue, 
Shackleton decided 
on the risky maneu- 
ver that etched his 
name in the annals 
of great adventurers: 

leaving most of his 
men on the island, 
he set off on a 
17-day.HOO-mile 
long journey 
through some of the 
most dangerous 
waters in the world 
in a liny, 22-foot- 
long open boat in 
hope of reaching a whaling station on South 
Georgia-Island. 

In the Antarctic, where nothing comes 
easy, the six- person crew was tossed and 
turned by gale-force winds, heaving seas, 
towering waves and even a hurricane. 
Navigator Frank Worsley masterfully guided 
them by sextant and sun to South Georgia 
Island, 17 days later. The journey was so long 
and precarious that had Worsley been off by 
even half a degree on the sextant the crew 
would have missed South Georgia entirely, 
disappearing into the open ocean and forever 
sealing their fate and the fates of (he 22 
stranded crewmen. 

Finally, in order to reach the whaling 
colony on the other side of the island, 
Shackleton had to traverse 26 miles of 
unexplored mountains, becoming the first 
explorer to do so. Amazingly, Shackleton and 
crew arrived at the camp only 36 hours after 
landing ashore, and quickly sent a boat to 
rescue the 22 crewmen. Even more amazingly, 
when the rescue boat appeared-after a 635-day 
ordeal in Antarctica-not a single life was lost. 

"Shackleton's Antarctic Adventure" 
melds re- enactments of the crew's ordeal- 
including a dramatic crossing of South 
Georgia Island by three of today's most skilled 
mountaineers— with crew photographer 
Frank Hurley's original photographs and film. 
Particularly impressive are moving images of 
crew members trying to free themselves from 
the ice with crosscut saws; the "Endurance" 
being crushed by shifting ice during the 
spring thaw, and then sinking; and 
Shackleton sailing into the stormy sea in 
search of help, his crew standing on the shore 
of Elephant Island, bidding him a safe 
journey.

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Those dirty Hollywood 
executives got their slinking 
hands all over Tim Burton's 
"re-imagined" version of the 
1968 cult classic "Planet of the Apes."

the original film interpretation, the 
planet is a metaphorical ground for 
satirical commentary on racism 
and social organization. The 196H 
film added a commentary on nu- 
clear war, as well, in its famous twist 
ending. 

This dim ends with a different 
twist— one that left the audience 
justifiably bewildered, 

The ending is consistent with 
the one in Boulle's novel, but Boulle 
provides a sociological explanation 
that makes sense of it. Burton's 
version misuses the overdone 
science fiction convention of time 
travel to create an ending that is a 
non-sequitur to the rest of the film. 

I've never liked time-war]) 
stories, anyway, being a firm believ- 
er in Einstein's theory of relativity, 
which allows fast -forwarding in 
time, but never moving backwards. 
The suggested ending raises para- 
doxical questions not answered by 
logic, let alone science or sociology. 

Allowing for suspension of dis- 
belief, the film still falls short of the 
expectation. Discarding Boulle's 
premise, the linchpin of the '68 
version, Burton's humans can 
speak and can organize themselves. 
It makes their state of captivity all 
the more implausible. 

When a U.S. Air Force captain 
(Mark Wahlbcrg) drops into the ape 
world, he brings with him none of 
the characteristics of a hero. He has 
already shown himself self-centered 
and more petulant than passionate. 
I Ic encounters a slave trader (Paul 
Giamatti, who played Pig Vomit in 
Howard Stern's "Private Parts") who 
seems to exist, albeit ineffectively, 
purely as comic relief. 

On the other end of the spec- 
trum, the over-the-top human- 
hating General Thade (Tim Roth) 
makes the already insipid Wahlberg 

seem even paler by comparison. 
Thade introduces the only serious 
glimmer of social commentary, as 
he evokes images of Nazism when 
he discusses a final solution to the 
"human problem."

Interest is mounting in formation of a Fre- 
mont Township Open Space district that, if suc- 
cessful, will have an impact on the growth 
plans of seven neighboring municipalities. 

"Reaction of the residents is overwhelm- 
ingly supportive," declared Lorraine "Knine" 
Hay of Wauconda, cochair of the organizing 
committee. 

"Really, it's unanimous/' added Ray for em- 
phasis. 

Trustees of Fremont Township will conduct 
a public hearing, Wednesday, Aug. 22, at B p.m. 
on whether to put formation of the district to 
voters in the form of a referendum on the 
March 2002. ballot. 

Ray said a committee decision to eliminate 
condemnation as a form of open space acqui- 
sition is proving to be the most telling point in 
favor of the proposition . 

Legal language of the petition calling for a 
referendum now is being reviewed by the town- 
ship attorney, Frederick VV. Rawles ofWaukegan. 

Because of the no condemnation provi- 
sion, Trustee Robert j/Uob' Meyer of Grayslake 
is more receptive" to the district proposal, ac- 
cording to Ray, now that he realizes there is sol- 
id support for the plan. 

Meyer cast the lone vote against trustee ap-

proval of authorizing an exploratory commit- 
tee. 

Trustees have 60 days to consider the re- 
quest to put formation of the district before 
voters following the public hearing. 

Ballot language will include a provision for 
raising $ 1 million for land acquisition. 

Ray said the Open Space Committee, 

cochaired by John Reindl, a former. county 
board representative, is meeting weekly. 

'Hie proposal is designed to encourage will- 
ing sellers to remove their farm land from the 
path of development through outright sale to 
the Open Space District, sell development 
rights or sell to a conservancy organization, 
noted Ray, whose family sold their farm on Hr- 
hardt Road to the Like County Forest Preserve 
District two years ago.

At this point, the future of Round Lake 
School Dist. 116 is still very much up in the air, 
so members of the newly formed consortium 
of school districts surrounding the ailing 
Round Lake district couldn't give any specifics 
as to how their coalition will provide aid during 
a press conference on Tuesday.

sure that the interests of our districts are heard 
loud and clear when it comes to consideration 
of how to resolve the current status of Round 
Ixike School Dist. 1 16," said Ficarelli. 

He added that those in the group wilfdb 
their best to pool resources and begin dialog to 
aid the district, but at the same time they won't 
attempt to manage or tell Dist. 1 16 how they 
should operate. 

Ficarelli said he has been in contact with 

the Illinois State Board of Edu- 
cation, Regional Superinten- 
dent of Schools Ed Gonwa and 
various legislators to see what 
can be done to avoid dissolv- 
ing the district.

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County crops in good shape - for now 



Although crops aren't in dire need of im- 
mediate rain, county farmers wouldn't turn 
down a little precipitation. 

Greg Koeppen, public information director 
for the I iike County Farm Bureau, said rainfall 
the week of July 22 provided welcome albeit 
temporary relief. 

"Right now, we're doing OK," Koeppen 
said. "The beans probably need some rain, es- 
pecially with the heat that's been forecast for 
(the week of July 29). Hut a couple of weeks ago 
we got an inch or so at a critical time." 

Not all of the county received that mois- 
ture. Koeppen said the Antioch area did not re- 
ceive as much rain as more southerly spots in 
the county. 

The bureau's rain gauge in Grayslake has 
recorded 13 inches of rain since April 1, with 
2.56 inches of that moisture coming in July. 
"We had kind of a wet start; we had a lot of rain 



(3.76 inches) in May," Koeppen said. "But after 
that it's been pretty typical." 

The most beneficial precipitation is a 
steady day-long rainfall. The last thing farmers 
need is a storm that packs damaging winds or 
hail along with the moisture. 

"Because the crops arc growing so tall, 
wind or hail could knock them down. That 
would be disastrous," Koeppen said. 

Cooler weather would be helpful but is no 
substitute for rain, Koeppen added. 

Other areas of the Midwest are facing con*- 
ditions more critical than those in Lake Coun- 
ty. According to the United States Department 
of Agriculture, only 59 percent of the corn in 
the region could be rated as good to excellent. 
The rest rated poor to very poor. 

"We need a couple of inches in the next 
week or two" to ensure a successful harvest, 
Koeppen said.

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County to get funds for water planning 



Gov. George H. Ryan announced approval 
of funding to planning commissions in north- 
eastern Illinois for water quality management 
activities. 

Between them, the groups will be respon- 
sible for reviewing multiple planning, permit- 
ling and construction permits in 16 Illinois 
counties. 

"Regional planning agencies play a key role 
in promoting balanced responsible growth in 
Illinois and state government is pleased to 
partner with them," said Ryan. 

The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC) will receive $ 1 29,303 for Facil- 
ity Planning Areas (FPA) oversight in Cook, 
Lake, DuPage, Mcllenry, Will and Kane coun- 
ties. FPAs determine areas to be served by 
community wastewater treatment facilities. 
Under the funding agreement for fiscal year 
2002, the NIPC will conduct water quality man-' 



age men t plan reviews for domestic wastewater 
NPDES permits (required for any operation 
that discharges into (he waters of the state), as 
well as planning for sewers, lift stations and 
wastewater land treatment systems within the 
FPA. 

Both the FPA and the lake monitoring 
components of the funding packages reflect 
Ryan's "Illinois Tomorrow" program, the vol- 
untary initiative that seeks to protect existing 
natural resources as well as quality of life by 
working in partnership with local governments 
to promote responsible and balanced growth 
through maximum utilization of existing 
mechanisms. 

Funding for the water quality manage- 
ment programs comes from federal money 
available under Section 604(b) of the Clean 
Water Act. The funding is administered 
through the I EPA. 
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Eleven-digit dialing begins in January 



If you think your fingers do a lot of walking 
across the telephone keypad now, you're not 
likely to appreciate the ramifications of a new 
area code for Lake County. 

Starting Jan. 7, aJl 1 1 phone number digits 
— 1 , the area code and the number — will have 
to be dialed in order to complete a call within 
the 847 area code. The addition of a 224 area 
code to join the current 847 prefix will force the 
elongated dialing pattern. 

The plan has raised the hackles of the Citi- 
zens Utility Board (CUB), which will challenge 
the 1 1 -digit dialing rule set down by the Feder- 
al Communications Commission. CUB Associ- 
ate Director Pal Clark said the board success- 
fully argued in federal court four years ago that 
a new area code was unnecessary. 

"(The phone companies) haven't run out 
of numbers," Clark said. "Four years ago we 
showed the Illinois Commerce Commission 
the phone company utility data. Only half of 
the 7.9 million phone numbers have been as- 
signed to customers. The phone companies 
are stockpiling or hoarding the numbers." 



Clark said the CUB persuaded the court 
to change FCC rules regarding how many 
numbers a phone company could stockpile. 
Previously, phone companies could claim 
blocks of 1 0,000 numbers; that was reduced to 
1,000. 

The CUB will go back to federal court to ar- 
gue again that 1 1 -digit dialing is an unneces- 
sary inconvenience. 

"It may be years before die 224 area code is 
actually assigned," Clarksaid. "But 1 1-digit di- 
aling will be necessary. You'll have to dial all 1 1 
digits even if you're calling across the street" if 
the CUB's argument fails. 

Having two area codes in the same geo- 
graphic area, a condition known as "overlay," 
is not uncommon. Neu Star, the administrative 
organization responsible for doling out blocks 
of numbers, may begin parceling out numbers 
with the 224 area code by the end of August. By 
the end of the year, phone companies will be 
able to assign those numbers.

Society overlooks 
rental housing 

In fervent pursuit of the elusive affordable housing balance, pub- 
lic officials and the building industry often overlook the impor- 
tance of rental housing. 
Does our town have enough rental units? 
While the regions population and employment increased for the 
period 1990-2000, the number of rental units decreased. Young work- 
ing families, in particular, find this reality a hardship. There are jobs 
going for the asking while availibility of affordable housing continues 
in short supply. 

Chicago Metropolis 2020, a think tank focusing on economic via- 
bility, found that more than one-third of the region's one million rental 
households arc considered "rent burdened" because renters pay more 
than 30 percent of their monthly income in rent. 

In a unique project, Chicago Metropolis had 100 business leaders 
sign a pledge to make access to affordable housing and mass transit a

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significant factor when making a business location decision. Put in a 
Like County perspective, housing should be built near existing rail 
lines. 

A Like County resident who heads Chicago Metropolis 2020 called 
the pledge "a message that location decisions must hinge on much 
more than tax breaks and highway exits." George A. Ranney Jr., presi- 
dent and CEO of Chicago Metropolis 2020, emphasized that quality of 
life is important. Living near your work or living where you have ac- 
cess to convenient transportation to your place of employment makes 
for better living. 

In one respect, the business leaders aim to "turn back the clock" to 
the days when the economic vitality of a number of Lake County com- 
munities was tied to rail transportation. The inter-urban North Shore 
Railway was developed after World War 1 to provide transportation for 
residents of Libertyville, Mundelein and the North Shore to Chicago's 
job center. 

By tieing affordable housing and mass transit together, the busi- 
ness leaders aim to dramatize what they consider the "mismatch" be- 
tween affordable housing and jobs. The study organization found 
that only nine percent of new housing constructed between 1990 and 
1995 was built within one-half mile of a Metra or CTA train station. 
Before 1990, about 46 percent of all housing was constructed within 
walking distance of a rail station. 

The think tank advocates that business and local governments pay 
more attention to the benefits to society of the linkage between mass 
transit and affordable housing. The notion may be novel, but we 
think it scores a bullseye for making decisions on where plants and of- 
fices are built and what kind of housing is approved.

New language spoken at UCLC 



As part of the back-to- 
school movement at Uni- 
versity Center of Like 
County (UCLC), students 
are adding a flock of new tech words 
to their education vocabulary. 
Try these tongue twisters and exot- 
ic sounding words: 

Asynchronous, synchronous, 
bandwith, streaming video, list- 
serves, modems, bulletin boards. 

These words are part of the lan- 
guage of "distance education," a 
combination of online courses, in- 
teractive video, correspondence and 
video-based courses offered at 
UCLC by 12 member institutions. 

Designed for working adults, re- 
cent College of Lake County gradu- 
ates, adults pursuing advanced de- 
grees and non-traditional students, 
the University Center is all about 
new age higher education where 
electronics makes it possible to take 
courses "anytime, anyplace." 

Many of UCLC s more than 1,000 
students don't go anywhere near the 
temporary campuses being utilized 
while a permanent home is being 
built adjacent to the CLC Grayslakc 
campus. They're online for lectures, 
assignments and class activities. Or 
they're "talking" to their professor by 
e-mail. Classmates interface with 
online chats. 

Students and faculty come to- 
gether with interactive video, seeing 
and hearing each other at a dis- 
tance. Video-based courses are eas- 
ily viewed at home or on-the-road 
by working adults whose job re- 
quires travel.

Joe Louis and I were sole-mates briefly

We were watching a biography on 
television, the life of the great 
prizefighter joe Ixniis. 
1 turned to my wife: "Did I 
ever tell you my ioe Louis story?" 

"Did you fight him?" she asked, facetious- 
ly. 

"No, no, no," I said. "I'm not that crazy. We 

had a shoeshine together." 

It was back in the 1960s when I was the 
young sports editor of the Kenosha newspa- 
per. Joe lx>nis was retired from boxing and re- 
duced to traveling around the country refer- 
eeing professional wrestling matches. 

One of the promoters of the Kenosha cha- 
rade was Fred, a friend who owned a shoe 

store. 

Fred phoned me: "Joe Louis is here. Come 

over and interview him." 

I did, and Joe Louis and 1 sat sidc-by-side on 

those elevated chairs used for shoeshines and 

chatted. 

It wasn't much of an interview because 
Joe gave me nothing but one-word answers. 
"Yup." "Nope." But he was very cordial, a lik- 
able guy. 

That night at the matches, sometimes 
when a wrestler got out of hand Ioe would 
cock a fist, the wrestler would back off and the 
crowd would cheer.

At this point I want to dispel any sugges- 
tion that I'm a boxing fan. it's an ugly, brutal, 
inhuman so-called sport that should be 
banned altogether. 

As Sugar Hay Robinson said, "Hurting 
people is my business." 

And as Muhammad Ali said on the occa- 
sion of one of his retirements: "There are 
more pleasant things to do than beat up on 
people." 

Joe Louis died in 1981 at the age of 67. He 
was the heavyweight champion from 1937 to 
1949. He fought often, defending his title 25 
times. He finally was beaten by Rocky Mar- 
ciano and went into retirement. 

Just as people remember where they were 
when Pearl Harbor was bombed and when 
President Kennedy was assassinated, I re- 
member listening to the Marciano- Louis fight 
on the car radio while driving home from 
Janesville after covering a football game, it 



was sad to hear the great Joe Louis was being 
beaten, but the effervescent Marciano also 
became a popular champion and won 49 
fights before retiring undefeated. Tragically, 
wliile still a young man. he was killed in an air 
crash. 

So my shoeshine with Joe Louis was one 
of those brushes with the famous that we sort 
of savor. We'd like to have a movie of them as 
Woody Allen did with his clever film, "Zelig." 

It's about an ordinary little guy named 
Leonard Zelig who manages to pop up in 
photographs with a variety of famous people, 
including William Randolph Hearst, Red 
Grange, AI Capone, F, Scott Fitzgerald, Lou 
Gehrig, Fanny Brice, and even Adolph Hitler.

Reduce demand 

While new energy supplies certainly are 
needed, a supply-side-only approach won't 
work, especially when it comes to electricity. 

For one, siting new power plants, 
whether they're fired by coal, natural gas or a 
nuclear reaction, is increasingly difficult. Few 
people want a noisy pollution-spewing pow- 
er plant built in their community. Opposition 
to plant construction will become even 
stronger when people realize that the power 
may be sold to the highest bidder instead of 
to local consumers. 

Transmission of electricity presents an 
even bigger dilemma. Todays system was 
built to serve the needs of monopoly utilities. 
It's inadequate to handle all the anticipated 
new power flows in a competitive electricity 
marketplace. But nobody in Illinois wants an 
ugly high-voltage line running through their 
community, especially if it's being built to 
ship power from Ohio to Wisconsin. Who's 
going to pay for it? 

"That's why our state energy policy should 

focus first on the demand side of the sup- 
ply/demand equation. Reducing demand for 
electricity is always cleaner and often more 
cost-effective in the long run than building 
new power plants and transmission lines. 
Lower electricity usage will help prevent sky- 
rocketing market prices. 

On the supply side, state government 
policy should promote innovative technolo- 
gies that may not be immediate winners in 
the marketplace, but are the right answers in 
the long run. With a little push (from regula- 
tory policies, tax incenu'ves, and state pro- 
curement), Illinois could begin to develop its 
tremendous potenUal for renewable re- 
sources, such as biomass, wind, and solar 
power. Investment in these technologies 
would create jobs and support economic de- 
velopment throughout the state.

I saw your column last week and 
thought there was something more 
you might address* I have these 
thoughts because we also have a 
neighbor who has a child like the one 
you wrote about but much worse. You 
described kids who were Just acting 
out and misbehaving. The little girl 
next door to us Is the rudest thing I 
have ever come across. Even to adults 
she doesn't know. She verbally Jumps 
on her mother In a nasty way, way too 
often, while her mother Is trying to 
speak to other people. The aggravat- 
ing part Is that this kid has been diag- 
nosed with sensory Integration and at- 
tention deficit and therefore, her par- 
ents do not put a stop to anything she 
does. They have also seen to it that her 
work In school has been limited and 
no one there is allowed to even re- 
motely discipline her. You can Imag- 
ine how that goes. It's as though they 
feel sorry for her and therefore, do not 
even stop her nasty mouth when It Is 
aimed at them. She Is getting more 
and more rude as she gets older and It 

Is Just aggravating to watch. I have 
kids too and I discipline them all the 

time. It Is Important to do that. I can- 
not even imagine telling someone else 
not to slop their bad behavior. I guess 
I cannot understand how any parent 
can let behavior like this go! Please 
help me understand this. G.R. 

HiG.R., 

I want to explain how this happens and 
also tell you a little bit about why it is so 
wrong for any parent to approach a "diag- 
nosed" child that way. I too have had lots 
and lots of kids in my office who have been 
diagnosed with SI (sensory integration), BD 
(behavior disorder), LD (learning disabili- 
ty), ADHD (attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder), etc. There are so many different 
ones today, you have to know your alphabet 
pretty well! I have also seen parents back 
down and back off from kids who have 
these symptoms and problems. I under- 
stand why they do it, which I will explain in 
a minute, but I do not agree with anyone 
doing it that way. 1 believe it is horrendous- 
ly bad and dangerous for the child and par- 
ents when anyone backs away from disci- 
pline and/or work based on a diagnosis. 
You have to understand that when a 
child is diagnosed with some condition, 
three things happen immediately. First, the 
child sees him or herself differently. Kids 
see themselves as damaged somehow when 
they get these labels. I've talked to many of 
them about it. Because these labels are pre- 
sented as life long and something inherent 
about the child, these kids do take to heart 
that this is a permanent and crippling state 
of affairs. The horrible part is, even thought 
they see it that way, it doesn't have to be, if 
certain steps are taken and unfortunately 
many of them never gel to experience those

steps. The second thing that happens is that 
parents see their kids differently after one of 
those labels gets placed. Now, the parents 
see that child as fragile and breakable and 
needing to be protected and handled care* 
fully. So, now parents start to back off of 
yelling, discipline and everything else that 
could be construed as being "mean." 

They tell other adults involved with the 
child to be soft. The child realizes now that 
anything goes and accommodates that very 
well! So, parents arc backing off out of pity 
for the child and somehow feeling responsi- 
ble for the "defect" within the child. This 
gets in the way of any form of discipline at 
all. Also, what happens now is the lessening 
of any work difficulty. Parents and teachers 
both see to it that work load and difficulty 
level is decreased to make the stress less on 
the already "burdened" child. I have written 
about this over and over again in my 
columns. Taking away the challenge is the 
wrong thing to do. It makes the symptoms 
get worse and also takes away any chance 
that child has for good learning and life 
skills and overcoming their symptoms. Even 
though it may be easy for you to get angry at 
parents and teachers for doing this, you 
have to understand that they feel they are 
doing it in the best interest of the child and 
because they care about the child. I feel it is 
my job to let them know gently that this is 
not in the best interest of anyone to do this 
to a child. The third thing that happens is 

the saddest of all and is the sum total of the 
other two I mentioned. The child, who is 
now labeled and free of any real discipline 
and free of any work or frustration, now be- 
gins to believe that the rest of life will be 
equally as easy and the other people they 
meet will treat them with the same careful 
treatment that well-meaning parents and 
teachers have all along. This is when the 
fireworks really start to fly. I believe these 
kids get set up to be "crippled" all along, 
once that label has been placed. The really 
aggravating thing for me is that it does not 
have to be that way. These symptoms are 
easily eradicated in most cases. Parents just 
have to want to do the work to get there and 
to not be afraid of the challenge and getting 
some flack in their faces from these kids. I 
had a mom in my office the other day who 
put it beautifully and if 1 could get every 
parent on this planet thinking like she does, 
1 believe we would virtually see an end to 
these horrible labels and diagnoses. She 
said, "I know I am not popular when I use 
discipline with my child, but I don't care 
how he sees me. It is my job to train him 
right, not to be his friend or to be popular 
with him." She wanted every bit of behavior 
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changing information I could train her in! 
Because of that viewpoint, that kid will 
make it just fine. And trust me, this mom 
has plenty she could feel sorry for him 
about. He has been labeled and held back in 
school, so this mom could have reasons to 
feel sorry for him and fall prey to that se- 
ductive pain and feeling sorry that other 
parents do fall prey to every day in our 
country. 

Don't gel me wrong! I do believe in the 
symptoms of all of the disorders I men- 
tioned above. 

I believe those symptoms do exist. I be- 
lieve in processing based distractibility and 
sensory problems. ! believe in habit-based 
behavior and attention problems. Where I 
differ from other professionaJs and most of, 
the books out there is that I do not believe 
in the labeling process and I also don't be- 
lieve in backing down from work, discipline 
and reality responses toward these kids be- 
cause of a weakness they have. Instead of 
backing off, I believe in helping to support- 
ivcly push them through the tough stuff to 
help them learn to cope with it and get past 
it. I believe in building up those weaknesses 
through sheer will. And it does work. If you 
repetitively train the opposite of the symp- 
tom through practice, you have a whole dif- 
ferent kid on the other side, I know this 
works because each time I see one of these 
kids who has been labeled with one of these 
supposedly "life-long, permanent, unfix- 

able, character based" 

problems, I eradicate symptoms com- 
pletely, by practicing the opposite habits. . 
just remember, if something never gels 
practiced right, it never works right. These 
kids arc never truly getting the chance to 
practice their weak skills right, because 
adults are rushing in to take away the prac- 
tice, in the interest of making these kids 
more comfortable. These kids who are get- f * 
ting less work and less stress andlcss dis- i 
traction because of their "disability" or 
"sensory issues" are never getting to prac- . 
tice the tough stuff, so they never get good 
at it. One other thing I do is make them 
work right through their frustration and 
train parents in how to control their behav- 
ior during that frustration so these kids can 
ultimately learn how to deal with their own 
frustration and still be successful in spite of 
it. This is imperative to do. These contrived, 
set up, situations in which frustration never 
comes are horribly bad for the child. Not 
only do they never challenge the child's 
brain, but they also give these kids a very 
false picture of what it is like to work. It 
won't stay frustration-less as life goes on 
and if they are not equipped to handle frus- 
tration effectively, someday they will crash 
and burn. You want to talk about bad feel- 
ings in parents. That is when the real pain 
truly starts and then it is too late to do any- . 
thing about it. Watching an adult "child" 
who cannot handle anything because they 
never gol the chance lo take it on when they 
were in their parent's loving care. That is 
truly heartbreaking and I have seen it many 
times. When they are little or young you 
have plenty you can do about it. If they nev- 
er practice, they never learn to change it 
and will always react the same unhealthy 
way. 1 teach them and their parents how to 
practice the opposite. And I teach parents 
how to get through it without stopping the 
normal, natural process of appropriately re- 
acting to the child's frustration. 

It is very exciting to sec these kids the 
1st time they are able to do the work suc- 
cessfully and stay cool at the same time. 
They are equally as excited about it, because 
now we have shown them that they can do 
it, they can handle it and they are not per- 
manently damaged. They can be in control 
of themselves regardless of what they have 
been labeled. As long as parents keep going 
with the right responses and don't fall back 
into old patterns, kids keep learning and 
growing. The tremendous relief in parents 
to see their kids be able lo handle frustra- 
tion and handle work and stay on task and 
behave appropriate is like lifting rocks off of 
their backs and it is fun and wonderful! It is 
my favorite part of what I do! 

The best example that I can come up 
with to illustrate what 1 am saying is riding a

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bike. Let's say that your child is very weak in 
trying to ride the bike the 1st time. He cries. 
He says he doesn't want to do it. He falls on 
his 1 st try. A tot of parents would let him 
stop riding. They would take away the 
painful object. The thing that caused all the 
stress. They may also think that another 
parent who forced his child back on the bike 
is a monster and how could he do that to his 
child? Those of you who know me, know 
that I am more in favor of the way the 2nd 
parent did it. I wouldn't be telling that par- 
ent to tape his kid to the bike or threaten 
punishment if he didn't do it right, but I 
would be absolutely in favor of getting that 
kid right back on that bike and finding a way 
to start out slow and supported, but through 
practice, become increasingly more inde- 
pendent. That practice is what works. Yes it 



is scary. Yes it can be painful. But, ultimate- 
ly, it is the thing that makes all of us become 
strong and successful at anything. If we give 
It up because it hurts or because it's hard or 
because we are acting out about it, we will 
never get it. We will ultimately become the 
weakness we have not practiced. 

It frustrates me as much as it frustrates 
you which is why I do what I do. I will not 
stop saying these things publicly until I have 
reached every parent and teacher I can get 
to, to change their hearts and minds. Most 
parents who come to me, come In believing 
in labels and believing in permanent weak- 
ness and character flaws in their kids. I help/* 
them see that what they are dealing with, in 
most cases, is nothing more than long-lived 
bad habits that need opposite practice to 
disappear. They usually don't completely 



believe me at the beginning, but by the mid- 
dle and certainly by the end, they are 
amazed at how they used to see things. 
Now, they see their child as a capable hu- 
man being who can take things on and get 
past them.

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County clerk 
verifying voter lists 

. All Lake County registered voters should 
have received a voter verification postcard in 
the mail from Like County Clerk Willard He- 
lander in the past weeks. Voters use the cards 
to verify their names and addresses or to ad- 
vise the county clerk if they have moved or 
changed their names. The clerk is required by 
state law to verify the list of voters every two 
years to maintain accurate voter lists. The 
clerk's office mailed notices to more than 
355,000 registered voters. Those voters repre- 
sent an increase of 1 00,000 since the last coun- 

tywidc audit in 1991. 

"This is a very large undertaking for the 
county clerk's office," Helander said. "The au- 
dit is needed to identify and cancel registra- 
tions for voters who cease to be qualified. The 
process has removed more than 30,000 per- 
sons from the list of active voters to date," He- 
lander added. 

With new district lines being set for stale 
and federal offices, every voter will receive a 
new voter card once the lines are set; however, 
under federal law signed by former President 
Clinton, voters who have moved from their ad- 
dress of registration cannot be removed from 
voter lists in the 90 days prior to an election 
when federal offices are on the ballot. Because 
new district lines are not expected to be final- 
ized until late December or early 2002, the can- 
cellation of the 30,000 moved or "missing in 
action" voters will not occur at the time new 

voter cards are mailed. 

In the case of voters who have moved 
within Lake County, the summer audit serves 
as a reminder to voters to re-register at their 
new addresses. In addition to updating voter 
information, the audit saves expenses for the 
county clerk's office by providing an accurate 
count of how many ballots need to be printed 
for the different jurisdictions. Voters who have 
not received a card and believe they are regis- 
tered to vote in Lake County should call the 
county clerk's office, 377-2410, to verify voter 
registration.

The flrM Information that mosi companies will have about 
you comes from your cover letter. Most recruiters will reail 
your cover letter lirM ami then, II he or she feels that you 
may have the skills for a specific joh opening, your resume 
will he read. Some recruiters will not even read the resume 
if lite cover Idler is poorly written. 

Since the cover letter creates the first impression.it may he 
the mosi important document thai you create for your 
future employer. Here are some thoughts that may help you 
create heller cover Idlers. 

• The cover letter should he focused on the particular joh 
for which you are applying. That means that you need In 
write a different cover Idler for every resume thai you 

send out. 

• Do your thorough research before you write the cover Id- 
ler. You want tii know everything you can about the com- 
pany that will receive your resume. Explore the financial 
information (You can find this data In the company's anim- 
al report and 10k statement.) Learn about their products 
and the market for their products, which is usually avail* 
ahle on their web site. Discover their strengths and their 
weaknesses and the market perception of the company hy 
reading business articles about the company. More Infor- 
mation will help you to write a heller cover letter. 
Recruiters like the fact that you have taken the lime to 
learn about their company. 

• Very early in the Idler, share some of the information you 
have discovered. Here are Mime key phrases that could 

help: 
-"It Is my privilege to send my resume to one of four com- 
panies that received the Johnson award last year." 
-"I was Impressed hy the fact lhat you have been profitable 

in every quarter since 1987," 

- Although David and the Giant Pickle is my favorite Dig Idea 

production, all of your films show great creativity." 

• Tell them how your skills may contribute to Mime aspect 
of their business. For example: 

- "I noticed thai your firm is developing a multimedia web 
siie. My skills may apply to this project since I have con- 
tributed to three similar sites In the past." 

- "Your firm is known for having clean, well maintained 
theme parks. I believe that my experience on a cleaning 
crew could be valuable in continuing that image." 

• Tell them your goal. Do you want lo work for them? If you 
do, tell them why you want to work for them. Do you want 
an interview? If you do tell them what you want to accom- 
plish In the interview (for example:"! would like to meet 
with you to explore our mutual goals."). 

• Finally, keep the letter short and easy to read. Use wide 
margins (1.5") and double spacing. Write no more that 
four short paragraphs, three paragraphs is preferable. A 
good cover letter is clear, concise and short. 
Knowing how to create well-written cover letters is essen- 
tial to finding the best job for you. These guidelines are the 
first step In creating those letters.

I had not 
heard back from him after several hours, so at the end of the day I 
placed another call to him and let him know that 1 would try to be 
there the following day If I was feeling better and to please call me 
and icll me how the meeting wentThc next morning I was still not 
100% so 1 called in and said that ! should be fine by the third day 
and had hoped to return.Again I asked for him to please contact 
me so Tcould find out how the meeting went, After a few hours, I 
decided to call the person who I gave the meeting information to 
who was very short with me on the phone stating that she could 
not talk and that she would see me at work the next day. I did 
report to work that following day and was called in to my bosses 
office who asked for the release form or documentation from the 
hospital! was surprised by his request and said I didn't have one. 
He asked me to go home and get it. At thai point I realized I wai 
caught up in a situation that I had created by the fact that 1 told 
them 1 was going to the hospital and did not.
